‘hen Ideutenant Atamanov was asxed by Xech workers why he did not wear a 
cluster of gold laurel around the Soviet star on his cap he replied’ that this 
cluster was worn only by pilots, The pilot insignia in the form of wings was 
worn on the left breast, in fold by officers with clusters of laurel on their 
caps and in silver by engineer or technical officers who wore silver cpaulets. 
Some of the latter officers also wore the cluster of laurel on their caps. 
Generally, officers who wear only the Soviet star on their cans, do not wear 
pilot insignia. A total of 11 engineer officers including, 2 majors anc 9 capvains 
were observed. They went to the airfield almost daily vhere they had their

of the present report refers to the occupation of the barracks installations 
north of Deeberita airfield. For layout sketch of these installations anc’ koy 
to the nurerical desir¢nations of buildings mentioned in the report, see Annex 1. 
The sketch was made on the basis of four detail sketches furnished ty source. 
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The data on the occupation of the indivicual installations mentioned by 
source were entered in the sketch, different units being markec hy different. 
colors, Source differentiates between tyro units, which he desirnated ae Unit 
Valakhotski and the unit of the unidentified captain. These tye officers 
are the commanding officers of the OATBs of the two fround attack roriments 
an Doeberitz. Vajor Valakhotski, Lieutenant Atamanov, his supply officer, 
and the supply officer of the ether OAT3, Captain Pavlovski, were sreviously 
known. from the description of tnsienia and some cthor observations made by 
source it is possible to differentiate the air units from their OATRs. The 
units lecated in Doeberitg include the headquarters of a eround attack Givision; 
two ground attack regiments; two OATBs and one ATR3 a service unit which is 
connected with the jet engine repair shop at the forner artillery equipzent 
park in Doeberitz; a small detachment of parachutists whose presence in -

The buildings on Neroldplatz west of the barracks 
installations were occuried by married officers of the two fround attack 
recinents with their dependents, while the buildings at Nindenburrrlatz are 
believed to serve as billets and offices of the military post headquarters, 
ahese buildings apvear on the sketch. fi total of about 200 air force ofviecers, 
1,500 EM. and 130 female personnel were observed by source in the installations. 
Cn the assumption that at least 20 percent of the rersonnel were not observed
